FUN WAY TO DRAW READERS IN. WHAT MADE THE BOOK FUN WAS 
THAT, EVEN THOUGH THE PROTAGONIST WAS A HIKIKOMORI AND 
A BAD PERSON, HE WAS STILL A HERO THAT A LOT OF READERS 
COULD RELATE TO. BUT THE MORE REALISTICALLY YOU WRITE 
ABOUT A HIKIKOMORI, THE MORE YOU LOSE THE IMAGE OF 
A HERO. DESPITE THAT, I HOPE I WAS ABLE TO PULL OFF THE 
CONTRADICTION OF A HIKIKOMORI HERO IN THE END. BACK THEN, 
I SPENT A GOOD TWO OR THREE WEEKS STRAIGHT WORRYING 
ABOUT IT ON MY FUTON. SUDDENLY, A SCENE OF YAMAZAKI AND 
SATOU SNAPPING PEEPING SHOTS OF GRADE SCHOOLERS FLASHED 
BEFORE MY EYES. I'D FOUND MY SUFFERING HERO, CRYING AND 
DISGUSTED AT HIMSELF WHILE SIMULTANEOUSLY GETTING OFF 
ON THE PHOTOS. WITH THAT VIVID IMAGE IN MY HEAD, THE IMAGES 
OF YAMAZAKI AND MISAKI GRADUALLY BEGAN TO TAKE SHAPE. 
INSTEAD OF WRITING IT IN THE FIRST-PERSON, I REALIZED THAT 
IF I WENT WITH A DISTINCTLY FUN STYLE, THE BOOK WOULD BE

WRITE. HOWEVER, I SOON REALIZED A FLAW IN MY IDEA. I BEGAN 
TO FEEL REGRET AND SHAME. THE MANGA VERSION WAS STARTING 
SOON, SO I REALLY WANTED TO SUCCEED WITH THAT CAREFREE 
STYLE IN THE MANGA. SATOU AND MISAKI AND YAMAZAKI WERE ALL 
TURNING OUT SO COOL/ KEEPING THAT IN MIND, I CONTINUED 
WRITING OUT THE PLOT FOR THE MANGA BIT BY BIT. I ALSO 
HAD THE HELPFUL ADVICE OF MY EDITOR, MINO-SAN, AND THE 
UNYIELDING MANGA SKILLS OF OIWA-SAN. SO MANY PEOPLE HELPED 
MAKE THIS MANGA A SUCCESS. WE WERE LIKE ACROBATS DOING 
SOMERSAULTS ON THE TIGHT-ROPE, MIRACULOUSLY PULLING 
OFF GAG AFTER GAG THAT WOULD OTHERWISE BE IMPOSSIBLE
